The Dixie Farmer says: The possible 
products of a ton of cotten seed are twenty 
pounds of lint, $1; 880 pounds of hulls, 88 
cents ; 400 pounds of oil, $21.23 ; 700 pounds 
of cake, $8.89; total, $32. The most im- 
proved mills get all the lint and all the hulls, 
but are able to get only 300 pounds of oil, 
worth $14, and 800 pounds of cake or meal, 
worth $7.20, giving a yield to the mill of 
923.08. ‘The seed costs $10 per ton, leaving 
a profit to the mill, less expenses, of $13.08. 





The collapse of one of the Western farm 
mortgage loan companies is a serious re- 
minder of the risky nature of the western 
wild-cat paper on which vast sums of hard 
earned money have been loaned by farmers 
and others in this State. Better by far de- 
vote the money to improving and extend- 
ing the business of the farm. There has 
been far too much looking away to distant 
States for opportunities for investment, 
when the better chance is at home, and on 
one’s own farm. 


Pears need better land than the apple and 
more constant culture. They should not be 
cultivated beyond midsummer, as this en- 
courages a late growth of wood that will 
winter kill in cold latitudes. There is no 
remedy for the pear blight except to re- 
move the limbs as fast as they show the 
disease. Some promising experiments with 
a fungicide sprayed upon the trees asa 
remedy for blight have been tried by the 
United States department of agriculture, a 
pamphlet giving the particulars of which 
can be obtained upon application to the de- 
partment at Washington. 








The shortage in the apple crop of the 
country becomes more apparent as the sea- 
son advances. Prices in all the home mark- 
etshave been well sustained. Shipments 
abroad have been comparatively light to 
date, less than half of what they were last 
year for the same time, and prices have 
ruled at a figure which leaves a margin of 
profit to the grower. The outlook now is 
that it will not be possible to crowd the 
market, and that prices for good fruit will 
be well sustained. The fruit in this State 
is extremely large, and is proving even 
better than it looked notwithstanding the 
large amount of wormy fruit. It now looks 
asthough the crop would bring its pro- 
ducers some paying money. 


A break for. a loaded wagon, to be 
promptly and efficiently acted upon, and 
controlled by the movements of the wagon, 
and entirely independent of the teamer, has 
been looked upon as desirable, though 
heretofore there has been no application of 
the principle that was a full success. 
There were two new inventions at the State 
Fair, both of which appeared to be success- 
ful applications of the self-acting principle. 
One was shown by C. E. Holly, Fort Fair- 
field, and the other by H. B. Brairsto & Co. 
of thesame place. In each case the brake 
is operated from the pole by the team. Of 
course no severe tests could be made on the 
fair grounds, but so far as it could be 
shown, the work was prompt, sure and ef- 
fective. The appliance involved no more 
complications and no more weight than a 
common hand brake. 








In a condensed fruit catalouge sent out a 
short time since by the State Pomological 
Society, the American Golden Russet is 
classified and recommended in the list for 
late winter. Vhis must be a mistake in 
homenclature, or in classification, for the 
American Golden Russet is not a late keep- 
ing variety. Grown in the central part of 
the State, it is a December and January 
fruit, and is not found in good condition 
later than the last named month, unless 
specially well cared for. There has been 
Some confusion over this variety among 
members of the society, and it is possible 
it has crept into this catalogue. The 
American Golden Russet is oblong in form, 
and tapering towards the eye. It is de- 
licious in flavor, flesh tender, juicy and 
rich. These characteristics are so marked 
that it may always be known. There Is no 
other Russet anything like it, or that ap- 
proaches it in quality as a dessert fruit. 





The export movement in live cattle is big 
this fall, and will do much to relieve our 
market and brace up prices. The move- 
ment has already begun in earnest. ‘The 
exports of live cattle in July numbered 
30,000 head, or twice as many as during the 
‘ame month last year. There has also 
been a heavy increase in the exports of 
beef and hog products during the past nine 
months, being nearly 50 per cent. larger 
than during the correspording period of 
the previous year. The exports of butter 
in July were nearly 4,000,000 Ibs. against 
less than halfa million pounds for July, 
1888, and the butter exports for the three 
Months ended July 31 were over 7,000,000 
lbs. against 13¢ million lbs. during the cur- 
Tesponding three months of 1888. This is 
an exceedingly gratifying increase and is 
due to the low price of butter consequent 
Upon a wet season and excellent pasturage. 
Cheese exports have but slightly increased, 
being nearly 43,000,000 Ibs. In the last quar- 
ter or about 10 per cent. greater than in the 
Previous year. These exports will relieve 
the domestic butter market and practically 
lusure fair prices during the coming winter. 
The fears of over-production are therefore 
groundless, so long as the product is, of the 
best quality. 
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the exhibitors together for the purpose of 
awarding premiums. Some slight innova- 
tions on this plan have been introduced in 
recent years, chiefly the showing of musi- 
cal instruments, sewing machines and farm 
machinery without prizes, and leaving the 
merits to be shown up by the individuals 
interested in their sale. This has been 
found a more efficient means of bringing 
merit to the attention of the public than the 
former course of specifying it by premiums. 
It is doubtful if a single party coming under 
this later arrangement would now wish to 
go back to the old. Our State Society has 
been paying out under this old idea eight to 
ten thousand dollars a year in expenses in- 
curred in the awarding of six to seven thou- 
sand dollars in premiums. In view of the 
fact that so far as tried the new method is 
preferable may it not be well to consider it 
further. 

The New York State Society at its ex- 
hibition just held carried this new depar- 
ture still further, and introduced the making 
of cheese and butter at the fair, accom- 
panied with short practical lecture talks 
about the work and the dairy interests of 
the state. A corner of ‘‘Domestic Hall” 
was railed off where the work of making 
the cheese and the butter was carried on. 
While the work was going on expert au- 
thorities addressed the people gathered 
around the enclosure. One of the speakers 
was the noted dairy authority, Col. F. D. 
Curtis, who said that the State Society in- 
tended in the future to make dairying a 
leading feature of the fair, and next year 
would provide a hall for dairy products and 
tools with seating room for the people dur- 
ing the lectures and work. Despite the de- 
pression in our dairy interests, he continued, 
there was much to encourage. Allusion 
was made to many of the weak points con- 
nected with dairy cows, their feed and pro- 
ducts, and the necessity for and advantages 
of a higher knowledge on the part of those 
engaged in the business. Happily there 
has been developed a public sentiment on 
the part of both maker and consumer which 
is most promising. 

The Bay State Society now holding its 
exhibition at Boston is the direct outgrowth 
among the intelligent and active farmers of 
that state, of this demand for wor% at fairs 
in advance of what has been done in the 
past, and its managers are carrying out a 
similar work in dairy matters to that re- 
ferred to above. 

This method of public instruction is com- 
paratively easy of application in the two 
directions named, the dairy and farm imple- 
ments, but a little engineering would find a 
way to apply it to other departments. If 
an interested salesman finds his best oppor- 
tunity in showing and explaining the me- 
chanism and the merits of his mowing 
machine to a patronizing public, why not 
the stock man with his Jerseys, his Hol- 
steins and Shropshires, his Wilkes and 
Percherons? Certainly the owner of such 
does not go to the fair for the purpose of 
downing his associate breeder, not at all. 
He goes fhere to show his stock and to let 
the public know their good points. 

If there, the managers of our fairs are 
searching for new and improved methods 
of advancing the agricultural and other in- 
dustrial interests, the action of the New 
York and the Bay State Societies is a pointer 
for them. So far as dairy matters are con- 
cerned its application would be an easy 
matter, and the public are ripe for it. The 
business of dairying has come to be of 
much importance, and nowhere is a knowl- 
edge of the principles involved more needed. 
We call upon the society to introduce this 
departure from their time-worn forms, and 
if the application can be made in other de- 
partments let it be done. The world moves, 
and why should not the work of a state fair 
keep pace with it? Let’s have a working 
dairy at the next State Fair. 


Album of Agricultural Statistics. 


Through the compliments of J. M. Rusk, 
Secretary of Agriculture, we acknowledge 
the receipt of an Album of Agricultural 
Statistics of the United States prepared by 
J. R. Dodge, statistician of the Department 
of Agriculture. The Album presents graph- 
ic illustrations of certain facts in relation 
to the farms of the country and their pro- 
ducts. The first charts show that taking 
the country over, 289 acres of every 1000 
are farm lands, leaving 711 unoccupied. 
The most surprising result displayed here 
is the large amount of unoccupied land in 
the Southern, Eastern and Middle States. 
Of the 289 acres of farm lands, 153 acres 
are improved, 103 acres are in woodland, 
and thirty-three acres are unproductive, 
although much vf the latter is capable of 
improvement. It is stated that in former 
censuses Only the forest lands in farm areas 
have been reported, so that it is estimated 
that the forest land, including the portion 
not divided intu farms, would approximate 
250 acres to every thousand. ‘The second 
chart shows the felative proportions of 
tillage lands, grass lands, woodlands and 
unproductive lands in the farm area only. 
The range of woodlands is very wide, rang- 
ing from one per cent. in Utah to sixty-two 
per cent. in North Carolina. A third chart 
illustrates the distribution of corn, varying 
in the different States from less than ten 
acres to more than a hundred acres to the 
thousand. Similar maps show the distri- 
bution of wheat and oats, representing both 
acreage and average yield. A series of five 
maps illustrates the number and value of 
farm animais, horses, milch cows, other 
cattle, sheep and swine.. The fourteenth 
chart represents the proportion of popula- 
tion in different States in all gainful occu- 
pations relating to agriculture. Chart fit- 
teen illustrates the value of farm lands: 
showing a range in different States from 
$65.16 to $4.19, the general average of the 
entire United States being $19.02. The last 
chart indicates the relative proportions of 
proprietors, of tenants who pay rent, and 
of tenants who pay a share of the produce, 
from which it appears that sevent y-four per 
cent. of all farms are cultivated by their 
owners. The rate of yield of the three 
principal cereals shows so wide a variation 
asa result of climatic adaptation, different 
soils and methods of culture, that the charts 
illustrating these facts are worthy of special 
study, while the average values of farm 
stock in different sections are equally sug- 
gestive of differences in breed, degree of 
improvement, and the effect of distances 
from market. 

This method of delineation is of great 
interest since through it any comparisons 
between the States or with the general 
average of the country becomes an easy 
matter. Thus in the value of land, Maine 
stands 17.9 per cent. below the average or

New Jersey Experiment Station. 


Prof. Cook, director of the New Jersey 
Experiment Station, is always doing some 
good work.

dairy breeds. His work, however, differs 
from that atour own stati nin this essen- 
tial particular—he is giving it to the pub- 
lic, while ours does not.

Farmers’ Institutes. 
The Secretary of the Board of Agricul- 
ture is now engaged in arranging the an- 
nual farmers’ institutes in the several coun- 
ties in the State. The work will be begun 
in Aroostook county, and an institute has 
beer appointed at Presque Isle, to be held 
on Tuesday, Oct. 22d, and another at 
Cherryfield, Friday, the 25th.

Wis., and I will give you my mode of work- 
ing the milk. 

First, I am careful to take in nothing but 
fine milk, that has been well cooled and 
aired. Heatit to 84 or 86 degrees. Use 
Rennetine Powder or Hansen’s Rennet Ex 
tract; either is good. Use enough to cut 
the curd in 40 to 45 minutes. Cut first with 
the horizontal knife, then with the perpendi- 
cular, have the curd all cut even in size, then 
stir carefully with the hands until the curd 
is up to 90 or 92 degrees, then use the rake. 
Heat slow 1 d in 3 to 5 minutes. When 
the whey is cooked out of the cttrd, or when 
it shows a fine thread on the iron, of 1g to 14 
inch, draw all of ;the jwhey off. Use racks 
made of common lath nailed on slats, in the 
bottom of the vat. Spread a thin cloth 
over them and with a tin pail dip the curd 
up on them so as to let every particle of 
whey that will run, drain out, cover up and 
keep the curd warm to about 96 to 98 de- 
grees. Turn over once in every 20 minutes 
to keep it all warmed alike. t it lie on

Cumberland County Fair. 


After passing through an experience 
common to all like organizations, traveling 
about from one _ section to another, 
the officers of Cumberland county finally 
settled down to the conviction that a per- 
manent location away from the city is bet- 
ter, and acting on that they last year 
aroused from their apathy, and held an ex- 
hibition at Gorham. The misfortunes 
which followed all like exhibitions followed 
them, and a rain storm prevented a success- 
ful meeting. Not discouraged in the least, 
permanent improvements have been made, 
buildings erected, the premium list in- 
creased and new attractions offered. Again 
the elements threatened to destroy all hope 
of success, and the first day was a dreary 
one, but in spite of everything the farmers 
of Cumberland county, who are enthusias- 
tic over the prospects of their old society, 
kept busy all day leading in their stock 
and bringing in their —- until when 
the clouds broke on Wednesday, the stalls 
and sheds were well filled and the hall dis- 
play complete. 

For the past year the officers have la- 
bored earnestly, and the members have 
seconded every suggestion looking to the 
permanent success of the exhibition, the 
intention being to place Cumberland county 
fair alongside of any in the State. The 
grounds have been materially improved and 
a large and substantial exhibition hall 
erected, the location and arrangement of 
which is all that could be desired. In re- 
turn for all this, the exhibitors responded 
and the crowds came. It seems as though 
Maine never had such an outpouring of 
her people to witness the fall exhibitions 
as this year. With good harvests there 
has come the desire to compare results. 
Thus it was here. On Thursday 7 5000 
were on the grounds, and as the single ad- 
mission ticket system prevails, the faces of 
the officers who have carried and assumed the 
burdens, bore a cheerful expression. The 
success was fully deserved, for the stalls 
and sheds and halls were filled. 

Many were disappointed because only 
Dictator Chief and Red Hawk were sent to 
represent Mr. Nelson’s stables, and that 
these were shown only by halter in front 
of the grand stand. 

Messrs. Barrett Bros. of West Sumner, 
were on the ground with their stud of 
horses, led by Col. West, who is proving 
so valuable to the breeders of Maine. Mr. 
J. P. Hawkins exhibited his stallion Gen. 
Weaver, a very speedy horse of size and 
substance. Mr. J. M. Floyd, Portland, a 
two-year-old by Nelson, with enough of 
the horse’s action to seal his relationship; 
and with him a year old “| oy Elector, 
two grand good colts. J. W. Flint, East 
Baldwin, 7 head, with Orville by Redwood 
heading the list, a choicely built horse, in- 
dicating high breeding, and his worth is 
proven by the character of his colts. 

The show of horses consisted of 32 be- 
sides the weanlings, of these the great ma- 
jority were entered in the races, all the 
fields trotted being large, save one. 

The colts represented the blood of Nel- 











West, Redwood, Glenarm, Wedgewood, 
Gen. Weaver, Orville and many other of 
the best blood of the State and were a fine 
lot. For want of stall accommodations, a 
number were housed outside, which de- 
tracted from the completeness of the exhi- 
bition. It was a good exhibition of the 
horses and colts of the county, and indicates 
what interest there is in this branch of 
breeding. If the horse stalls were crowded, 
the same must be said of the cattle sheds. 
[In both departments more room will be 
needed another year. The towns of Ray- 
mond, Scarboro’ and Gorham contributed 
town teams, and it was a pleasing sight to 
see the thirty or more pairs of cattle in 
line. The absence of older stock was very 
noticable, indivating a change in sentiment, 
and that early maturity is the chief object 
now being sought after. Only one herd 
of Jerseys were found and that owned by 
Alonzo Libby, Esq., of Saccarappa, a herd 
ot superior excellence. D. W. Clark, Port- 
land, showed his fine herd of Guernseys, 
and M. W. Chapman, Saccarappa, and F. 
W. Berry, New Gloucester, Holsteins. 

The Shorthorns and Herefords were 
wanting, but the Ayreshires were out in 
force, the herd being the same seen at the 
State Fair owned by Mr. Libby. The prac- 
tical worth of this herd has long been recog- 
nized, as it is well known that they are kept 
not for ornament, but for money making. 
As Mr. Libby’s farm supplies one of the 
largest milk routes in all this section. R. 
R. Sturgis, Gorham, showed a fine lot of 
Hampshire Down sheep, and J. B. Fender- 
son, South Buxton, South Downs. A. L. 
Fendersen, Leicester Buck. Among these 
were some choice specimens, and in addition 
there were three lots of grades. 

Five pens of swine covered the list, and 
under the roof of the shed there were about 
thirty coops of poultry. In quantity this is 
often surpassed but in quality we have 
never seen a better exhibit at a county fair. 
{t was made up largely of the exhibits of a 
single individual, Mr. Howard Henderson, 
Gorham, a young and very enthusiastic 
breeder. His Red Caps, Andalusians, 
Minorcas, Polish, Brahmas, Langshans and 
Plymouth Rocks were superior, ail of them. 

anking next came Mr. Chas. E. Jordan, 
Cape Elizabeth, with his Single and Rose 
Comb Brown Leghorns, better specimens 
by far than often seen > exhibi- 
tions. It was to be regretted that the limit- 
ed quarters and the storm made it necessary 
for many coops to be removed before the 
awards were made. 

The ground floor of the exhibition build- 
ing back of the offices was given up to ag- 
ricultural implements, of which a large dis- 
play was made by the leading firms in the 
State. 

Passing up stairs the dairy implements 
first attract the eye, and of these one sees 
almost everything in the way of labor sav- 
ing machines, from the De Leval Separator 
to the hand paddle and mould. 

Fifteen packages of butter grace the ta- 
bles, some very attractive. On the walls 
and through the centre of the building the 
handiwork of the ladies was displayed and 
everyone who has visited a like exhibition 
can easily picture the scene as viewed b 
one standing at the head of the hall wi 
the quilts, afghans, rugs, mats, blankets, 
tidies, and the numberless forms of fancy 
work known only to ladies, spread out on 
wall and table for inspection. On this 
floor the most extensive display was per- 
haps that made by the Atkinson House 
Furnishing Co., occupying a space 40x18, 
and comprising parlor, chamber and house 
furniture and furnishi in their elegance.

It indicates what farmers can 
accomplish through the application of busi- 
ness principles to their labor and how sys 
tematic efiorts secure a superior quality 
whether of crop or animal. ‘he officers 
one and all are Sey imbued with the 
spirit of progress and the large and sub- 
stantial exhibition building and visible im- 
provements on the grounds tells the story 
of their faith in the future of this society, a 
faith to be shaken only by the indifference 
of the producers. With the lesson of this 
exhibition, and the very full attendance 
before them there is no danger of any les- 
sening of the interest.

Fertility of the Soil. 


One of the most important questions for 
the consideration of the farmers of Maine 
is how to restore and maintain the fertility 
of their farms, and there is no question per- 
taining to their farm operations upon which 
the average farmer is readier to express an 
opinion than that of Commercial Fertilizers, 
and that opinion is usually adverse to their 
general use. If any one has any doubt 
about the importance of meth in the 
search after truth, it would demonstrate it 
to examine and see upon what a sandy 
foundation many highly accredited opinions 
rest, and how easily they tarnish and disap- 
pear when the light of science, experience 
and observation are brought to bear upon 
them. 

There are many opinions afloat in the 
country that are received and transmitted as 
self evident truths that can’t resist the least 
discussion. ‘The fertilizer problem has ex- 
cited many lively controversies, which offer 
us an example of the strong prejudices ex- 
isting in the minds of many farmers against 
their use. It is simply a waste of time to 
say that the advice and opinion of such 
farmers is of little value, as they can give 
no reason for the faith or want of faith that 
isin them. I never was able to get Dr. 
Sturdevant to answer a question unless he 
was able to give some reason why he an- 
swered it as he did. 

It is a notorious fact that many farmers 
are cultivating their farms without manure 
enough to produce even a medium crop, 
and many are hauling their manure long 
distances to some remote barren portion of 
the field to restore it to fertility, while every 
acre they haul over needs the same manure. 
It seems to me that some cheaper and better 
mode might be adopted to reclaim land re- 
mote from the buildings. The present year 
I have seeded nine acres with oats, six acres 
of it I put on phosphate at the rate 
of 500 lbs. per acre, and three acres 
with no fertilizer. It was apparent at the 
time of harvesting that the phosphate 
doubled the crop, besides leaving a rank 
growth of clover. I also used the same 
fertilizer for buck wheat at the rate of 400 
lbs. per acre. It made a very stout cro 
upon ground too poor to raise a crop wo 
harvesting without it. A few others in the 
immediate wv have used it 4 the “4 

urposes, ng to grass w ually 
ae results. I predict a large sate 1 for it 
next year. I let a young farmer have some 
of it to make an experiment. He told me 
he should use two tons of it next spring and 

ut it all on four acres and seed to clover. 

am not sure that this mode of farming 
will be adopted to any great extent, but it 
looks a little that way now. I have come 
to the conclusion from my experiments the 
past two years that many of the old scars 
may be healed and that past improvidence 





is not quite equivelant to utter ruin.

A correspondent asks for some particu- 
lars concerning the great little horse 
Lumps, owned by Mr. W. F. Todd, St. 
Stephen. He isa brown horse by George 
Wilkes, out of Mother Lumps, daughter of 
Pearsall and Lady Irwin, by Hambletonian. 
He was bred by W. L. Simmons, Lexing- 
ton, Ky., and was the first foal produced 
by his dam, she having been bred as a two- 
year-old. Asa four-year-old he was taken 
up and started at Lexington, being de- 
feated at the October meeting by both Sil- 
verton and William H. In his five-year- 
old form Lumps started at Cynthiana, in 
August, and trotted second to Blanche 
Amory, after winning two heats in 2.283;— 
2.2534. At Louisville he was defeated by 
Annie W. and Fanny Witherspoon. He 
saved his entrance inarace won by Post 
Boy, and closed the year at Cynthiana, 
where he finished second to Minnie R. 

In 1881 Lumps trotted his first race at 
Cincinnati, finishing second to St. Julien’s 
sister Unolala. At Cynthiana he defeated 
Rosa Wilkes, Leontine, Mystery and Judge 
Hawes. He was then defeated by Deck 
Wright at Maysville, and Post Boy at Lex- 
ington, after which he won a race at Cin- 
cinnati during the second week in October. 
The following year was his last in the 
training stable. The campaign opened at 
Cynthiana, where he threw down Post Boy, 
London and Keno ina five-heat race. At 
Louisville he defeated Deck Wright, Fanny 
Robinson and Scott's Thomas in a six-heat 
race, and cut his record to 2.21%. He also 
defeated Deck Wright in a dash of a mile 
at that meeting, and trotted his last race 
the following week at Maysville, where he 
was distanced, after making his record of 
2.21. In his seventeen races, of which he 
won five, was second in five, third in three 
and unplaced in four, Lumps trotted sixty- 
four heats, winning nineteen, all but two 
of which were finished in 2.30 or better. 
He made a four-year-old record of 2.3544, a 
five-year-old record of 2 2534, and a seven- 
year-old record of 2.21. He bas also begun 
to make a mark in the stud, and is already 
the sire of Bessy P., 2.2944, and Snooks, 
2.3034.

Don’t crowd or neglect the Jater broods. 
Give them plenty of room and good whole- 
some growing food. ‘They will be the best 
layers in February and March. 





Secure your males for next year’s breed- 
ing before cold weather sets in and prices 
advance. Don’t inbreed promiscuously, for 
nothing but the degeneration of the stock 
can follow. 

Introduce fresh blood through the males, 
and to do this purchase now and save ex- 
pense. 


Don’t keep a single cockerel from the 
same flocks as the pullets. The hens will 
lay as well without one, and if any are 
kept over for breeding purposes, give them 
a smaller pen by themselves. They will be 
of larger size, more active and vigorous 
when the breeding season comes than will 
be possible if kept witb the flocks all winter. 





There is one thing which nature does not 
supply, and which civilization renders quite 





ably larger than it now is if some of the 
speedy stallions had been given free rein 
earlier in the season. They held back to 
win another race, and lost the golden op- 
portunity. Records, not races, will tell in 
next year’s breeding. 





It is a serious question whether the man- 
agers of fairs will not feel obliged to large- 
ly increase the premiums for geldings, in 
order to geta fair representation in this 
class, now so sadly neglected. It may be 
the only way to get rid of such a host of 
young stallions, and surely this step is 
called for. 





If Nelson goes to California, as has been 
proposed, he will have an opportunity to 
try titles with Palo Alto, the Electioneer 
stallion, owned by Hon. Leland Stanford. 
This horse has lately been giving the pub- 
lic an exhibition of what he can do. At 
Stockton he trotted in 2.1644, 2.1734, 2.13%, 
falling one-half second behind the stalliun 
record of the world. 





There is another fact becoming more and 
more apparent. It is that however rapid- 
ly races may increase, there is no money in 
trotting horses, save in exceptional cases. 
In breeding, a record is now of great value, 
and will soon be considered absolutely nec- 
essary to establish merit, and therefore the 
race course becomes a necessity to the in- 
dividual breeder. The lesson is to get the 
lowest possible record at the earliest mo- 
ment. 





Look out for the colts still running on 
the brood mares. If they are not making 
growth, better wean at once. Don't let 
them stand still a single day. Try acouple 
of quarts of skimmed milk daily, and see 
how they will make growth. Get them on 
to a good hay ration, and begin feeding 
oats daily. The future of the horse very 
much depends on the treatment given the 
colt the first year. Don’t allow it to stop 
growing. Early maturity means low cost 
of production, and in this line only is there 
any profit. 





A noted trainer of horses, in speaking of 
the uncertainties following the race course, 
says: ‘‘Some people have great ideas about 
their own horses. When a man comes to 
me now and tells me that he has a wonder- 
ful borse that can trot fast enough to break 
a watch, I never pay any more attention to 
him than I would if he had remarked that 
it was a fine day. People don’t figure on 
the chances of their horses going lame, dy- 
ing, etc. Why, whena man has a good, 
sound horse, the chances are 20 against 100 
that he will never get the word ‘go’ ina 
race.” 





The breeders of Franklin County have 
come to the wise conclusion thata breeder's 
association is helpful to the interests at 
stake and have commenced the work, 
organizing at Farmington last week with 
the following officers; President, J. W.

Char- 
coal made of wood does not answer the 
purpose; it has no taste of food, is not at- 
tractive to fowls, and is seldom eaten. But 
if any one will put an ear of ripe corn into 
the fire until the grains are well charred, 
and then shell off the corn and throw it to 
the flock, he will see an eagerness developed, 
and a healthy constitution, also* 





Market the poultry just as soon as in con- 
dition. Then is the time when it will pay 
the best profit. Bring the chicks to an edge 
rapidly and then send to the block, no 
matter what the date. It is costly as well 
as difficult to hold them in condition and 
the price will fluctuate from now until 
Christmas, with a strong tendency down- 
ward. 

Push them to market for that is the line 
of profit. 





Mr Editor: Would like to know what ails Brabma 
chiekens about half grown that are lame. Their 
legs are weak. They hobble along a little way, then 
sit down.

With all the larger breeds which grow 
rapidly, there is danger of leg weakness un- 
less the food supply be regulated so that 
the material for making bones is ample. 
This is the disease referred to by our corre- 
spondent. The remedy lies in bathing the 
hock joint with some stimulating liniment 
and in feeding more growthy and less fat- 
tening food. A free use of corn and corn 
meal is almost sure to produce this trouble. 
The bones are not strong enough to bear 
the fats of the body. 

Bone and muscle forming food is what is 
wanted with the growing chicks. Take 
away the corn and meal and substitute 
ground oats and bran. Make a thick mash 
of these, with cooked vegetables, and into 
every pailful stir a half gill of bone meal. 
In addition, be sure that a bountiful supply 
of pounded bone is constantly 
within reach. In this way the bones will 
be strengthened in the body and the trouble 
disappear. Its presence is a sure indication 
that the rations have not been balancd, 
and the bone supplying materials are want- 
ing. In the drinking water drop daily a 
few drops of tincture of iron, one of the 
best tonics known. 


How Fowls Grind their Food. 


On this subject 8. Edward ‘Todd discourses 
as follows: **Fowls have no teeth to grind 
or masticate their food with, and the best 
they are able to do with it is to pick it and 
swallow it whole. Kernels of grain are 
swallowed whole by them, and as they are 
surrounded by a tough pellicle or skin, 
which the juice of the stomachs of animals 
will not readily dissolve or digest, they 
could obtain no nourishment at all from 

rain, if this tough pellicle was not broken. 
Sow. if we dissect the gizzard of a fowl] of 
any kind, we find a lot of small gravel 
stones, which are usually the hardest kind 
of flint, granite or sandstone. Surely here 
isa ket edition of Farm Grist Mills. 

“Fowls swallow their food, broken or 
not, and it enters the -— or first stomach, 
and remains in it until it has become sof- 
tened, more or less, when a smal) quantity 
ata time, just as grain runs into a grist 
mill, is forced into the gizzard among the 
gravel stones. This gizzard is a strong 
muscular stomach, and plays night and day, 
when there is a grist to grind, similar to 
bellows, contracting and expanding, thus 
forcing the gravel stones into the grain and 
breaking it to fragments, and triturating 
the whole mass, after which it is in a suita- 
ble condition to be quickly digested.”

A great peat fire has been burning near 


Geneva, Minn. It is estimated that 5,500|¢ 


acres of land are burned over and 6,000 tons 
of hay destroyed. ‘There were no means of 
saving the hay, as the fire was in the peat, 
under the surface, and it is unsafe to drive 
ateam near it. Experts estimate the value 
of despoiled land at $100,000; damage by 
burning hay $30,000. 

An epidemic of malignant diphtheria has 
broken out in Carbondale, Pa. In the last 
two weeks there have been seventy-five 
cases of the most virulent type, and a large 
numter of deaths. In many cases entire 
families have been stricken down with no 
one to care for them, their friends and 
neighbors fearing to lend assistance lest the 
disease be conveyed to their own families 

The Lake Superior Transit Company of 
Chicago received a dispatch, Saturday, 
stating that the steamer Bessemer and 
schooner Schuylkill were wrecked at Portac 
Lake, near Hancock, Michigan. ‘Ihe 
Schuylkill was towed by the Bessemer, and 
both were running between Ashland, Wis., 
and Cleveland. ‘The boats which were 
laden with ore sprung a leak Friday night, 
and went down Saturday morning. Both 
crafts are total wrecks, but all the crews 
are safe. 

Charles 8. Pratt, confidential book-keeper, 
secretary and cashier of the H. Wales Lines 
Co. Meriden, Conn., was arrested last week 
for embezzlement. His embezzlement 
amounts to over $10,000, covering various 
periods since 1882, and was accomplished by 
false entries mainly on the pay roll. The 
affair has caused a profound sensation, as 
Pratt was an official in several local organ- 
izations. He was president of the First 
Congregational society and a city alderman. 
He confessed his guilt to his employers, 
saying, “It is the same old story of living 
beyond one’s means.” 

The Grand Jury of San Joaquin county 
Cal., has presented its final paper concern- 
ing the case of Deputy U. S. Marshal Nagle. 
The facts show that the killing of the late 
Judge ‘l'erry was intentional and deliberate, 
and that while the constitutional laws of 
the State require that the crime against its 
laws should be tried thereunder, the accused 
was taken from the power of the State by 
4process emenating from the United States 
Circuit Court. ‘The report continues: ‘The 
United States lacks jurisdiction, from which 
itis fair to conclude he cannot be tried in any 
court.” 


Advices from the Canadian Northwest.
